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CULTIVATION  AND  CARE  OF  BULBS 

As  a general  rule,  most  all  bulbs  do  best  in 
sandy  loam,  but  with  a little  attention  nearly  all 
will  grow,  and  be  satisfactory,  in  any  soil  not  sour 
or  in  soils  containing  less  than  2%  of  alkali. 

Unless  otherwise  instructed,  plant  all  bulbs 
twice  their  own  length  deep,  that  is,  if  a bulb  is 
lYz  inches  long,  set  it  5 inches  deep  from  the 
top  of  the  surface  of  the  soil  to  the  bottom  of 
the  hole.  In  heavy  adobe  put  a handful  of  sand 
in  the  bottom  of  the  hole  before  putting  down  the 
bulb.  This  is  to  provide  drainage  and  prevent 
rotting.  Never  use  fresh  manure  in  bulb  planting. 
Fertilize  with  Vitamite.  It  is  by  far  the  best  fer- 
tilizer. Use  only  a very  small  teaspoonful  mixed 
well  with  the  soil  in  the  bottom  of  the  trench. 
Where  the  soil  is  infected  with  wire  worm,  snails 
or  insects  of  any  kind,  or  if  Onions,  Potatoes, 
Tomatoes  or  Dahlias  were  grown  in  the  bulb  soil 
the  season  before,  treat  the  soil  wtih  Qua-Sul  be- 
fore setting  the  bulbs.  These  two  preparations — 
QUA-SUL  and  VITAMITE  are  the  best  articles 
yet  made  for  cleaning  soils  and  fertilizing  the 
ground. 

After  putting  your  bulb  soil  in  the  proper  me- 
chanical condition,  make  the  holes,  fertilize,  then 
set  the  bulbs,  fill  the  hole  two-thirds  full  of  earth, 
wet  thoroughly  and  fill  up  with  dry  or  nearly  dry 
soil,  press  down  but  do  not  pack  and  water  after- 
wards only  as  may  be  necessary.  Bulbs  planted 
in  the  fall  will  usually  not  require  water  until  they 
begin  to  show  through.  Only  water  enough  is 
required  to  m.ake  the  roots  grow  and  not  the  top. 
Plenty  of  root  growth  before  the  top  shows  makes 
for  larger,  finer  blossoms  and  longer  stems,  and 
for  the  more  lasting  qualities  of  the  bloom  when 
cut.  Leaf  mould  is  a valuable  addition  to  all  soils 
on  account  of  the  humus  contained,  but  it  should 
be  worked  into  the  soil  before  planting.  Well 
rotted  cow  manure  used  as  top  mulch  is  helpful 
in  holding  moisture.  After  bulbs  begin  to  show 
above  the  surface,  then  cultivate  the  soil,  shallow 
and  often. 

After  blooming,  do  not  water  more  often  than 
once  in  two  weeks.  When  top  begins  to  brown 
discontinue  watering  entirely  and  when  tops  pull 
off  easily,  the  bulbs  can  be  lifted  and  put  away 
in  a cool  dry  place  till  cured,  then  store  in  drv 
sand  or  dust  until  wanted  for  planting  again.  It 
is  not  necessary,  however,  to  take  up  bulbs  of  any 
kind,  and  some  bulbs  should  not  be  taken  up  at 
all  except  for  separation. 

All  Dutch,  French  and  Italian  bulbs  arrive  in 
Los  Angeles  about  October  1st.  Most  all  lilies 
arrive  in  late  October  and  November.  California 
grown  bulbs  begin  to  arrive  in  August.  Our  bulb 
catalog  is  usually  ready  by  Sept.  10th. 

To  insure  the  fullest  delivery,  we  advise  placing 
of  orders  as  early  as  October  1st. 

Above  remarks  apply  to  bulbs  grown  out  of 
doors.  For  pot  growing  prepare  your  soil  by  mix- 
ing one-third  sand,  one-third  leaf  mould,  one.'-third 
ordinary  garden  soil.  Use  the  proper  size  pots. 
Place  a piece  or  two  of  broken  pot  in  the  bottom. 
Fill  in  enough  of  the  mixed  earth  to  bring  the 
top  of  the  bulb  to  be  planted  within  three-quarters 


of  an  inch  of  the  top  of  the  pot.  Set  the  bulb,  fill 
in  around  it  with  the  soil,  water  well,  allow  time 
for  any  surplus  water  to  drain  off  and  fill  the  pot 
with  the  dry  mixed  soil.  Set  away  in  a cool  dark 
place  for  5 to  6 weeks,  watering  only  once  in  4 
weeks  and  then  only  when  the  pot  shows  the 
necessity.  Pots  should  be  well  soaked  in  water  be- 
fore setting  the  bulbs.  Use  5 to  6 inch  pots  for 
all  Hyacinths  and  the  larger  Narcissus  and  Daffo- 
dils and  4 inch  for  Tulips.  Paper  White  Narcissus 
and  China  Lilies  can  be  grown  in  shallow  bowls 
with  gravel  enough  to  hold  the  bulbs  down.  After 
setting  the  bulbs  fill  bowl  with  water  and  place  in 
the  dark  for  several  weeks  or  until  the  bulbs  are 
well  rooted.  Don’t  keep  too  warm.  Change  the 
water  only  during  the  first  two  weeks.  To  change 
the  water  set  the  bowl  in  the  sink  and  add  wateh 
until  clear.  Don’t  pour. 

AGAPANTHUS 

(Blue  African  Lily  Hardy) 

Can  be  put  down  satisfactory  only  during  Nov- 
ember, December  and  January,  and  taken  up  only 
when  necessary  to  divide  the  roots.  Agapanthus 
produces  blue  trumpet  shaped  flowers  in  bunches 
on  top  of  long  stems.  Excellent  for  cutting.  15c 
each,  $1.50  per  doz.

When  grown  in 
pots,  first  soak  the  pots  to  be  used  in  water  which 
should  be  5 inches  for  single  bulbs.  After  setting 
in  the  pots,  keep  in  a cool  dark  place  for  5 or  6 
weeks,  or  until  the  roots  are  well  started.  When 
through  blooming  lay  pot  on  side  and  when  dry 
shake  off  all  the  dirt  and  store  in  a cool,  dry,  dark 
place  until  wanted  again.  However,  it  must  be 
remembered  that  Hyacinths  do  their  best  the  first 
season.

Use  no  fresh  manure,  but  if 
you  can  get  well  rotted  cow  manure,  put  a good 
size  shovelfull  on  top  as  a mulch.  Vitamite  how- 
ever, is  the  best  fertilizer.  Use  only  one  tea- 
spoonfull  Vitamite  to  each  bulb  and  mix  in  the 
sand  or  soil  around  the  root  when  setting.  Post- 
age on  all  lilies  15c  per  doz. 

Callas.  These  thrive  best  in  soil  carrying  plenty 
of  moisture,  are  almost  continuous  blooming.  They 
do  well  in  semi-shady  places.  Make  good  beds 
and  borders  and  extensively  used  as  cut  flowers.

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FLOWER  SEEDS 

The  following  is  a list  of  Flower  Seeds  that 
can  be  sown  in  the  fall  and  early  winter.  A 
great  many  will  bloom  .before  spring  and  all  will 
produce  better  plants  and  blossoms  if  sown  now. 
Some  are  annuals  and  others  are  perennials.  Al- 
most all  perennials  will  bloom  the  first  season 
from  seeds  sown  in  the  fall.  Any  plant  that  can 
be  transplanted  is  better  if  so  transplanted.  There 
are  only  a few  plants  that  cannot  be  transplated. 
Greehouse  benches,  cold  frames  and  flats  are  best 
for  starting  seeds,  or  a clean  spot  in  the  gar- 
den can  be  made  satisfactory.  Usually  flats  are 
found  better  for  the  ordinary  gardener  because 
of  convenience  in  handling.  Take  a box  4 inches 
deep  with  plenty  of  holes  in  the  bottom  for  drain- 
age, and  as  large  as  convenient.  Fill  it  with  well 
pulverized  garden  soil  (use  no  manure).  Make 
trenches  across  the  soil  with  a small  nail  or  other 
instrument.  Take  the  seeds  to  be  planted  between 
the  thumb  and  first  finger  and  scatter  them  thinly 
along  the  little  trench.  Then  with  a small  piece 
of  smooth  board  or  the  hand,  firm  the  seed  down, 
but  do  not  pack  and  do  not  otherwise  cover  any 
seeds  in  flats  with  more  than  one-sixteenth  to 
one-eighth  inch  of  soil.  With  a fine  hose  on  a 
sprinkling  can,  thoroughly  wet  the  soil.  Repeat 
until  the  soil  is  wet  through  to  the  bottom. 

Now  set  the  flat  away  in  a partially  shady  place, 
but  where  there  is  plenty  of  air.  If  you  will  now 
cover  the  flat  with  3 or  4 thicknesses  of  news- 
paper, no  more  water  will  be  necessary  until  the 
seedlings  begin  to  show.  After  covering  with  the 
newspaper,  begin  the  third  or  fourth  day  to  take 
off  one  sheet  of  paper  a day  until  all  are  off,  when 
the  plants  will  appear.  It  will  be  good  policy  to  lift 
all  the  papers  for  a few  minutes  each  day.  If  the 
soil  is  very  sandy,  water  if  necessary.  When  your 
seedlings  appear,  bring  the  flat  more  and  more 
into  the  sunshine,  and  when  the  seedlings  can  be 
handled  without  bruising,  water  the  flat  well  and 
lift  or  draw  out.  Set  in  another  flat  prepared 
the  same  as  the  first,  firm  the  soil  well  around  the 
roots.  Wet  down  and  keep  in  the  shade  two  or 
three  days.  After  two  or  three  weeks  the  plants 
can  be  again  transplanted  in  the  ground  or  in  pots 
as  may  be  decided.  When  making  this  second 
trasplanting  is  the  time  to  fertilize.  Use  and  work 
into  the  soil  well  rotted  cow  manure  or  sheep 
manure  but  preferably  Vitimite.

NITROGENOUS  VALUE  AND  PERMANENCA^ 
AS  A SOIL  BUILDER

With  a plentiful  supply  of  peat,  sandy  soils 
can  be  made  more  compact  and  they  can  be 
brought  up  to  a normal  water  holding  ca- 
pacity. Clay  soils  are  also  benefited  as  they 
have  a tendency  to  become  too  compact  with- 
out the  presence  of  a certain  amount  of  or- 
ganic matter. 

The  use  of  peat  prevents  extremes  in  soil 
temperature.  A well-balanced  soil  warms  up 
more  slowly  and  it  also  retains  its  heat  for 
longer  periods. 

Peat  puts  the  soil  in  a stable,  healthy  con- 
dition and  any  fertilizer  then  applied  will  act 
with  greater  efficiency  and  less  of  it  will  be  re- 
quired to  produce  results. 

With  an  open  soil,  even  without  fertilizer, 
wonderful  results  can  be  obtained.  Plant 
food  does  not  come  from  the  soil  alone,  a 
large  proportion  of  it  being  derived  from  the 
atmosphere,  but  only  then  when  the  soil  con- 
ditions are  right.

Peat  Humus  is  an  absolutely  sanitary  prod- 
uct, odorless  and  clean.  It  can  be  used  with 
perfect  safety  on  everything  that  grows  in  the 
soil,  and  can  be  broadcasted  over  the  grounds 
of  the  finest  residences  and  parks  without 
its  presence  being  detected  by  smell  or  un- 
sightly litter. 

A hard-baked  soil  increases  evaporation, 
and  the  subsoil  is  soon  robbed  of  all  its  moist- 
ure. A well  prepared  peat  soil  is  not  so  eas- 
ily warmed  in  the  first  place  and  evaporation 
from  it  is  comparatively  slow.  This  in  itself 
is  a most  important  point  where  irrigation 
expenses  are  considered.
